The 
new tariffs 'become effective May 21 
and make increases, decreases and 
changes in existing rates as follows: 


.Increases—The lo.west minimum 


charge under Power'Schedule "J" is 
now made 51.11 gross (Jl.OO net) a 
month..The minimum charge to con- 
sumers who have been paring less 
than this amount is hereby increased, 
but in ho case will such net increase 
for any service connection exceed 10 
cents a month. 


Decreases—The off peak hours, un- 


der Power Schedule "J," have been 
extended from 84 hours a wec& to 113 
hours a week and in addition all holi- 
days generally oheerved. The limita- 
tion, on thp consumer's demand is 
changed from 75 per cent"bf the high- 
est demand during any month in the 
1 I/preceding to 50 per cent off such 
maximum.. ' -

Changes—The basis for determin- 


ing the minimum charge'to be paid by 
consumers, under Power Schedule 
"J," haa been changed from the total 
connected load to the actual demand 
created or the transformer capacity 
required for supplying consumer's 
service. 
. Tie grots rate has teen decreased 
from |l.il a horse-power, or I1M714 
a kilowat, to Jl-20 a kilowat This 
change permits the-consumer, without 
extra minimum charge, to install a 
numier of motors to be used under 
diversified load conditions.

Gold Leaf on Wood. 


...The.following..method Is given for 
»ppIylBj~jbld leaf oh wood: The ear- 
lacs wast first be carefully cleaned 
end prepared,' and when ijalte dry 
treated with the appropriate gold size, 
which is laid on tpfth a very soft hog's-. 
Im'fr-'b'fiis'ii or cnmel's-hnir pencil; sev- 
eral coatings are applied, each being 
dry before the application of the 
other, and finally smoothed down. To 
this surface tho gold leaf, cut Into 
suitable.sizes, is taken.up by the tip 
of a special brush and laid on, being 
pressed down by a dry cameiVhafr 
brush, and 30 on piece after piece nn- 
til <he whole surface is covered. Fi- 
nally, when dry, certain narts of the 
glided frame are burnished with ti 
flint or ngBtc burnisher specially made 
for tne purpose. The whole operation 
requires a certain amount of eipert- 
.ence to obtain satisfactory results.
